FISCAL  LEAR  REPORT  1964  - 1965 


July  15,  1964»  Meeting  held  in  Many  Glacier  Hotel,  Glacier  National  Park.  Thi 
meeting  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  National  Livestock  Brand  Conference 
which  was  in  session  in  Many  Glaciers  on  July  13  and  14. 

The  budget  to  be  submitted  for  1965  - 196?  biennium  was  reviewed  in 
detail.  There  was  some  discussion  on  employment  of  an  assistant  to  the 
Executive  Officer®  No  action  was  taken® 

October  2,  1964*  Meeting  held  in  Helena®  The  Commission  reviewed  the  meeting 
of  the  Governor’s  Advisory  Committee  on  Predator  Control  and  reaffirmed  the 
need  of  $20,000  appropriation  for  Rodent  Control  work  throughout  the  State® 

The  livestock  cases  of  State  vs  Bruce  Johnson  and  State  vs  Myrl  Howell 
were  acted  upon  and  C®  F®  Moses,  Attorney  for  the  Commission,  was  informed  to 
proceed  with  the  prosecutions  in  these  two  cases® 

It  was  decided  to  continue  inspection  at  Sioux  City,  Iowa  for  at  least 
one  more  year. 

Robin  B®  MacNab,  Secretary  of  the  Montana  Livestock  Markets  Association, 
spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Shelby  Market  and  deficiency  under  the  75%  guarantee  at 
that  market® 

November  17,  1964*  Meeting  was  held  in  Kalispell®  The  meeting  was  in  con- 
junction with  a hearing  held  on  an  application  by  Robert  Lee  Hestekin  for  a 
Certificate  of  Public  Convenience  and  Necessity  to  operate  a livestock  market 
at  Kali spell. 

January  4$  5 and  6,  1965®  The  meeting  was  held  in  Helena.  The  Commission 
authorized  Mr®  Wm.  G®  Cheney,  Executive  Officer  of  the  Livestock  Commission 
(also  President  of  the  National  Livestock  Brand  Conference)  to  attend  a meeting 
with  the  National  Hide  Association  in  San  Francisco  on  January  8® 

The  Commission  further  ordered  that  the  following  Resolution  be  adopted 
so  Mr.  Cheney  would  have  this  to  present  at  the  meeting  on  January  8. 

“Brands  are  necessary  identification®  Further  that  the  present  owner 
is  authorized  to  use  the  brand  to  show  ownership  and  until  other  suitable 
methods  have  been  found,  branding  of  livestock  will  be  necessary  so  owner- 
ship can  be  established”. 

The  Commission  authorized  attendance  at  the  American  Cattlemen’s  As- 
sociation of  any  member  who  was  able  and  had  time  to  make  the  trip®

The  Commission  ordered  that  all  necessary  steps  be  taken  to  initiate 
prosecutions  in  these  cases® 

The  Commission  reviewed  the  hearing  held  at  Kali spell,  November  18  and 
1.9  and  after  many  hours  of  consideration  and  discussion  ordered: 

"NOW  THEREFORE,  IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  that  the  application  of  Robert  Lee 
Hestekin,  an  individual  for  a certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity 
authorizing  the  operation  of  a Livestock  Market  at  Kalispell,  Montana,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  granted,  conditioned,  and  subject  to,  and  effective  upon 
compliance  with  each  and  all  of  the  following  conditions: 

1®  Construction  of  the  facilities  In  conformity  with  the  plans  and 
specifications  submitted  to  the  Commission  and  in  accordance  with  the  Regu- 
lations of  the  Livestock  Commission  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  the  Livestock 
Sanitary  Board  of  the  State  of  Montana®

2®  Inspection  and  approval  by  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  of  the 
State  of  Montana  of  said  facilities® 

3®  Inspection  and  approval,  by  the  Livestock  Commission  of  the  State

4®  Applicant  must  submit  to  the  Livestock  Commission  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  a financial  statement  and.  such  other  satisfactory  proof  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Commission  to  show  a financial,  net  worth  of  fifty-five 
thousand  ($55,000*00)  for  his  Investment  In  the  Livestock  Market  at  Kalispell, 
Montana®  Such  net  worth  must  be  represented  solely  by  actual,  construction 
costs  in  creation  of  the  facilities  for  a Livestock  Market  or  by  cash  on 
hand® 


5®  The  applicant  must  show  operating  capital  of  twenty  thousand 
($20,000 ®00)  when  he  commences  operation  of  a Livestock  Market  at  Kalispell, 
Montana® 

6®  The  applicant  must  provide  a performance  bond  in  accordance  with 
the  Laws  of  the  State  of  Montana  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  ($25*000*00) 
plus  a performance  bond  as  required  by  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act®

The  Commission  then  did  issue  a news  release  on  January  6*  1965  on 
the  issuance  of  a certificate  at  Kali spell® 

February  5*  1965 > Meeting  was  held  In  Billings®  The  Commission  met  to  hear 
a report  from  two  employees  and  to  call  others  into  the  meeting  that  were 
affected  by  this  critical  report®  No  formal  action  was  taken  at  this  meeting 
but  all  matters  were  taken  under  advisement® 

March  6,  196,5°  Meeting  was  held  in  Helena®  The  Commission  expressed  their 
appreciation  on  the  reappointment  of  John  W0  Black  and  Manly  A®  Moore  to 
the  Livestock  Commission  by  the  Honorable  Tim  M®  Babcock*  Governor  of  Montana® 

Mr®  A®  0®  Wilson  and  Mr®  John  W®  Black  were  elected  to  continue  as 
President  and  Vice  President  for  the  next  two  years® 

Mr®  C®  F®  Moses*  Attorney* joined  the  meeting  to  advise  the  Commission 
on  legal  questions  that  might  arise  in  livestock  cases  and  on  the  hearing 
held  on  February  5° 

The  Commission  reviewed  the  hearing  of  February  5 and  invited  those 
two  men  who  protested  into  the  meeting  to  make  any  further  statements®  They 
were  given  an  opportunity  to  justify  their  claims®  The  Commission  then  in 
executive  session  terminated  the  employment  of  these  two  men  as  of  March  8,  1965® 

The  Commission  asked  that  the  supervisors  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards 
Division*  U®  S®  Department  of  Agriculture*  be  contacted  re  livestock  market 
bonds  at  existing  livestock  markets  in  the  State*  that  such  bonds  be  retained 
at  the  present  level  except  where  bond  increase  was  necessary® 

Because  there  had  been  some  questions  the  Commission  after  due  consider- 
ation stated:  ’"After  study*  consideration  and  discussion*  the  Commission 

stated  that  their  policy  of  inspection  at  livestock  markets  be  not  changed  in 
any  way  and  that  laws  establishing  inspection  in  the  country  and  at  live- 
stock markets  be  enforced  fully  and  practically”® 

May  19*  1965®  Meeting  held  in  Billings®  The  Commission  was  informed  that 
construction  at  the  Kalispell  yards  had  been  started® 

A general  discussion  was  held  on  market  regulations*  operation  of 
various  livestock  markets*  buying  and  selling  and  weighing  at  markets,  etc® 

Letters  from  Mr®  Moody  Briekett*  U®  S®  Attorney  for  the  Federal  Bureau 
of  Investigation  for  Montana*  were  read  concerning  Mr®  Huckins  and  Mr®  Cheney 
and  on  motion  made  and  passed  the  Commission  ordered  these  letters  be  made  a 
part  of  the  minutes® 

On  a motion  made  and  passed  the  Commission  ordered  that  a letter  be 
written  commending  L®  C®  Johnston  and  Ted  McCrea  in  the  Bruce  Johnson  case 
and  to  Ben  Huckins  in  the  Clifford  Cole  and  Louis  Stiff  am  case® 

Mr®  Cheney*  Mr®  Wilson  and  Mr®  Black  were  authorized  to  attend  the 
National  Livestock  Brand  Conference  in  Craig*  Colorado  in  July®

Two  representatives  of  the  Padlock  Ranches  met  with  the  Commission 
and  discussed  cattle  losses  and  thefts  on  the  Crow  Reservation* 

The  Commission  ordered  that  after  studying  budget  and  financing  for 
the  next  biennium  that  the  mill  levy  on  cattle  and  other  livestock  be  increased 
for  the  Livestock  Commission  to  mills® 

Mill  levies  for  the  Predator  Animal  Control  Program  were  set  at  the 
sane  level  that  they  had  been  in  the  last  year® 

Melvin  E®  Holmquist,  Area  Supervisor  for  the  Packers  and  Stockyards 
Division  of  Denver , Colorado  entered  the  meeting  and  discussed  with  the  Com- 
mission, bonds  at  livestock  markets,  a cooperative  agreement  with  the  Packers 
and  Stockyards  Division,  trustees  on  bonds  and  investigation  of  buying  and 
selling  practices  at  markets® 

The  Commission  policy  of  granting  sixty  days  of  sick  leave  was  again 
approved®  They  recognized  the  fact  that  vacation  time  had  been  set  by  statute. 


REPORT  FOR  ”E STRAYS”  FOUND 


The  report  covers  livestock  classified  as  actual  ”estra.ys”  and  also  those 
animals  held  for  ownership  which,  after  investigation,  are  either  returned  to 
recorded  owner  of  brand  or  brand  owner  receives  proceeds  from  sale® 

Inspectors  send  in  cards  which  show  where  animal(s)  are  found,  (Range,  Ranch, 
Shipment,  etc.)®  Also  shown  is  the  number  of  head,  brand,  further  description  and 
what  disposition  was  made  of  the  animal(s)® 

Those  listed,  under  ”Market  Inspectors”  are  found  by  inspectors  at  licensed 
livestock  markets  in  shipments  which  are  consigned  for  sale  by  someone  other 
than  the  recorded  owner  of  brand  on  animal® 

Those  listed  under  ’’District  Inspectors”  are  found  in  course  of  inves- 
tigation work  in  the  field,  inspection  at  country  shipping  points  and  in 
checking  cattle  on  ranches®  If  owner  can  be  found  he  is  notified  and  dispo- 
sition is  left  to  owner®  If  owner  cannot  be  located  animals  are  advertised 
under  Section  46-1002,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1947,  or  shipped  to  a licensed 
livestock  market  for  sale® 

Those  listed  under  ’’Association  Inspectors”  are  found  and  handled  in  the 
same  manner  as  explained  under  ’’District  Inspectors”.  These  inspectors  are 
hired  by  county  or  local  associations  for  investigations,  inspections  and  for 
protection  of  livestock  producers  from  rustling  and  losses® 

Those  listed  under  ’’Deputy  Inspectors”  are  found  at  time  of  inspection  as 
required  before  leaving  county  of  origin.  The  Deputy  Inspector  sees  that  animal 
is  returned  to  owner  or  if  owner  cannot  be  determined,  reports  to  District 
Inspector  who  then  disposes  of  animal  as  prescribed  under  ’’District  Inspectors”, 
above  ®

At  the  Helena  office  255  reports  were  received  of  cattle,  horses  and 
sheep  being  lost  or  stolen®  The  number  of  head  involved  was  1145  cattle,  36 
horses  and  578  sheep,  a total  of  1759  head. 

In  most  instances  the  owner  of  the  missing  stock  does  not  make  a report 
until  several  weeks  after  the  stock  has  disappeared®  This  adds  to  the  difficulty 
of  tracing  and  locating  the  stock®  In  addition  to  the  reports  of  loss  turned  in 
to  the  office,  the  District  Inspectors  receive  many  reports  direct  from  the  owner® 
The  Inspector  often  locates  the  stock  and  so  no  loss  report  comes  to  the  Helena 
office . 


Twelve  bulletins  listing  description  and  various  other  data  on  missing 
stock  were  circulated  during  the  year®  These  were  sent  to  the  District  and  Market 
Inspectors,  Sheriffs,  the  Highway  Patrol,  the  F.B.I.  and  to  Customs  Officers  and 
Inspection  Agencies  of  the  adjoining  states® 

District  Inspectors  supervise  the  local  inspection  work  done  by  323 
Deputy  Inspectors  now  under  bond.  Deputy  Inspectors  are  not  paid  by  the  State 
but  they  retain  the  fee,  set  by  law,  which  they  collect  from  the  shipper  or 
owner  of  the  livestock  inspected.

In  most  instances  the  owner  of  the  missing  stock  does  not  make  a report 
until  several  weeks  after  the  stock  has  disappeared®  This  adds  to  the  difficulty 
of  tracing  and  locating  the  stock®  In  addition  to  the  reports  of  loss  turned  in 
to  the  office,  the  District  Inspectors  receive  many  reports  direct  from  the  owner. 
The  Inspector  often  locates  the  stock  and  so  no  loss  report  comes  to  the  Helena 
office . 


Twelve  bulletins  listing  description  and  various  other  data  on  missing 
stock  were  circulated  during  the  year®  These  were  sent  to  the  District  and  Market 
Inspectors,  Sheriffs,  the  Highway  Patrol,  the  F.B.I.  and  to  Customs  Officers  and 
Inspection  Agencies  of  the  adjoining  states® 

District  Inspectors  supervise  the  local  inspection  work  done  by  323 
Deputy  Inspectors  now  under  bond.  Deputy  Inspectors  are  not  paid  by  the  State 
but  they  retain  the  fee,  set  by  law,  which  they  collect  from  the  shipper  or 
owner  of  the  livestock  inspected.

Estray  Fund  No.  912800,  page  38,  had  a balance  of  37,785*75  as  of 
June  30,  1965o  Receipts  and  disbursements  from  this  fund  are  not  revenue  and 
costs  of  state  governments.  The  statutes  give  the  owner  a period  of  two 
years  in  which  to  establish  his  claim  to  sold  estrays.  Valid  claims  are 
paid  from  this  fund.  Net  proceeds  not  claimed  within  the  two  year  period 
are  transferred  to  the  Livestock  Commission  fund  at  the  request  of  the 
commission.  It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  commission  to  honor  claims 
established  after  the  two  year  period  in  which  case  payment  is  made  from 
the  Livestock  Commission  fund. 


The  balance  of  monies  in  this  fund  does  not  reflect  income  or 
expenses  of  the  Livestock  Commission  and  should  not  be  taken  into 
consideration  in  determining  budget  expenditures  and  income. 
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PREDATORY  ANIMAL  CONTROL 


For  the  purpose  of  predatory  animal  control  the  State  is  divided  into  four 
control  districts o Operations  within  these  districts  are  based  on  economic  losses 
and  needs o Plans  are  worked  out  annually  by  the  Governor fs  Advisory  Committee  on 
Predatory  Animal  Control  and  the  Montana  District  Agent  of  the  U®  Sc  Fish  & Wildlife 
Service o The  Committee  is  composed  of  five  members , one  member  representing  each 
of  the  fol.lovd.ngs  The  Montana  Wool  Growers  Association,  the  Montana  Stockgrowers 
Association,  the  Montana  Federated  Wildlife  Clubs,  the  Montana  County  Commissioners 
Association  and  the  fifth  member  is  the  Director  of  the  Montana  Fish  & Game  Depart- 
ment® The  Secretary  of  the  Montana  Livestock  Commission  Is  the  ex-officio  secre- 
tary of  the  Committee® 

Funds  collected  by  counties  are  derived  through  a special  sheep  license® 

These  monies  are  retained  in  the  county  and  expended  by  order  of  the  County  Com- 
missioners® This  source  of  funds  has  nearly  reached  its  limit  as  the  majority 
of  counties  are  collecting  10  cents  per  head  which  Is  the  maximum  fee  set  by 
State  law®  The  15  cents  per  head  maximum  set  by  the  1965  Legislature  will  not  be 
available  until  the  1966-6?  fiscal  year® 

The  other  three  sources  of  funds,  the  Montana  Livestock  Commission,  Depart- 
ment of  Fish  & Game  and  the  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  and  Wildlife,  are  used  over 
the  entire  State  with  the  exception  of  National  Parks  and  Wilderness  areas®  The 
State  is  divided  into  four  sub-districts  and  these  funds  are  allotted  to  the  sub- 
districts  on  the  basis  of  50%  to  land  areas  and  50%  to  total  livestock  numbers® 

Control  operations  throughout  the  District  (State)  for  the  fiscal  year  1965 
were  carried  out  by  an  average  of  28  regular  hunters  which  is  one  less  than 
last  year®  The  land  area  of  Montana  is  146,205  square  miles®  This  maintains 
over  three  million  head  of  livestock®  Montana  is  rated  as  one  of  the  leading  big 
game  states®

Ground  squirrel  control  programs  were  conducted  in  10  counties  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  the  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  & Wildlife®  Prairie  dog 
control  programs  were  carried  out  in  15  counties  in  the  eastern  part  of  the

Mouse  control  is  increasingly  recognized  as  an  important  factor  in 
forest  regeneration.  To  give  added  protection  to  tree  seed,  mouse  control 
operations  were  conducted  on  the  Lolo  and  Gallatin  National  Forests® 

Kangaroo  rat  control  was  conducted  in  McCone  County  again  this  year 
with  one  supervisor  working  with  voluntary  ranch  help®  Funds  for  the 
program  were  provided  by  the  County  under  cooperative  field  agreement. 

Norway  rat  control  was  carried  out  at  the  Fairview  city  dump  at  the 
request  of  city  officials®  A 1080  bait  mix  was  used  with  good  results® 

Field  mice  and  rabbit  numbers  are  exceedingly  low  over  the  eastern 
half  of  the  State  with  no  damage  reported®
